OFFICERS. — Two Judges, a clerk 
and a sheriff. Tliese are to be appoint- 
ed by tho County Hoard of Klectlon 
Commissioners not latiT than June 20, 
from lists to be furnislii-d l>y the party 
committees not later tlian .Imic 15. 
"No person shall be oliHiblo an an 
olBcer of registration who has com- 
mitted homicide, or who ha.i been con- 
victed of a felony or Is under Indict- 
ment therefore, or who is not sober, 
temoerate, diacreet and of good de- 
meanor, or who has snything ot value 
wagered on the reault of the next elec- 
tion, or who is a candidate to he voted 
for at the nest preceding (ahould be 
"succeeding") elettion, and who is 
not capable of reading the Constitu 
tlon of the Commonwealth In Rngllsh 
and of writing a plain and legible 
hand " Sec Sortlon : of ths Act. 

It 1.1 the duty of the reRlBtrallon 
clerk to post notices In nt Ica.st six 
conspicuous places In tlie iirccinct ten 
days In advance. kIvIiir the time and 
place of registration. Aa soon as reg- 
istratlon officers receive from the 
sheriff of the county notice of their 
appointment, they should secure a 
copy ot the I'egiatration law and make 
themselves familiar with it 
Who Mhy BaglBtor. 

"Said oflleera riiall register every 
citlsen ot the United States ot his or 
her prcrinrt, who shall apply to be 
registered at the lime anil jdace In 
the manner required liy law. who shall 
bo twenty-one years nf ml-c at tho next 
election who has been a n sidont of the 
state one year, the cnunty six 
montlis and of the i)reclnct In which 
such person offers to reRlster sixty 
days next preceding the election." 

It Is not necessary that tho voter 
should be a resident ot the precinct 
sixty days before he offers to register. 
If, by tho November election, he will 
have been a citlsen of the state one 
year, ot the county six months and of 
the prAiinet sixty days, he may reg- 
ister, even though he may have moved 
Into the precinct the day before, or 
even on tho day of registration. 
How To Register. 

Tho voter must ."pply In person His 
or her name will bo recorded In a 
book by the clerk. Tho voter must 
then give his address, street and num- 
ber if in a city .md postolTIco If In the 
county, length of residence In state, 
county and precinct, color, age. sex, 
occupation, party afllllntion. apparent 
weight and height and other means of 
identification. When all of this is re- 
oorded. the voter must sign his name, 
If ha eaa. If ho is unable to sign he 
may take oath to that thot and the 
olork will sign for him. When aU of 
thia is done and attested by the clerk 
and sheriff the voter Is duly registered, 

Wlthla three days after registration 
the books must he taken to the County 
Clerk's office, where a copy of each 
precinct book Is made hy the County 
Court Clerk.

The people 
of Chicago so regarded it. The workmen themselves, in man ycases, 
accepted it as a fair settlement But cerUin union officials leadei-s 
of a number of important bodies declared that they would not bv 
governed by the award of Judge Landis, and instituted a reign of 
anarchy, bombing, and in genral terrorism. 

These men, such as Murphy and Shea, are in many c ases . xh-ou- 
viots, men of violence and crime, who have openly defied the ci^ of 
Chicago and have within the last few days begun au open warfare 
on the force* of law and order. Phint after pknt working under th.- 
open shop agreemnt and buUdings being constructed by the members 
of the citizens committee organized to enforce the Landis award, 
have been destroyed, whoUy or partially, by bombs, and three police- 
men have been shot down in cold blood because of theiy activities. 

Chief of Police Fitzmorris ha* arrested Murphy tad .Sh«8. and 
two hundred other labor leaders for eonspiracy, and haa r8id*4 th« 
various headquarters and carried away for infection books and 
papers, together with fuses, materials tor the manufacture of bombs, 
weapons of various kinds, and other incriminatinf evidence. 

Rewards by the city and the citizens committee hsv^ been offer- 
ed for information leading to the arrest and conviction of the men 
who murdered the two policemen, totaling, |50,000. Chief J»«M«e 
Scanlon, of the Criminal Court, has refused F«lMse the prisoners 
on habeas corpus proceedings on the groond that i Hfstfi of war exists 
. in the city. 

The Chief of Police warned the arrested men • month itgo when 

labor terrorism showed signs of abating, and has h<^en busy since 
that time ui quiettly gathering evidence. The arrests are based on 
information which fully justifies the action of the authorities, 

Mr. Edwiu W. Sims, president of the Chicago Crime Commission, 
declares that the bombinps have all been traced to one source, and 
that labor must clean house. "'The time is here," he sa}^, "to treat 
ex-convict labor leaders roughly. Killing i>oUeemen and dynamiting 
buildings will be stopped from now on." ^ , 

State's Attorney Crowe says: '*S. 

" Chicago i^ in the grip of an organized crime camorra. Who- 
ever anybody crosses the path of these so-ealled labor leadenf Jfce 
word goes out to bump somebody off. Nearly every labor businefJS 
agent in Chicago seems to trade in bullets, slugging and bombings. 
They seem to have licensed organised killers who go about shooting 
policemen and destroying property. Twenty bombings in a month 
and all of the bombings were building jobs constructed by members 
of the Landis wage award ooaunittee. Somebody will pay for these 
murders and bombings." 

There must be many thousands of quiet, peaceful, inoffensive, 
loyal Americans in the buDding trades council of Chicago, but they 
are fearfully misrepresented, and their interests are being ruined by 
Bconndrela who have secured eontrol of union labor and who will 
st<q> at nothing to achieve their own ends. The Murpliy's, Sheas 
Madeni,,and Brindella will have to be kicked out of the positions of 
tnut if orgaaixed labor is to prosper..

"Mate at the Keatuoky Agricultur- 
al bperimoat Btatlen show that ticks 
and Ilea can be controlled eifeetlvely 
by use of any of the standard com- 
meriaol coal tar or sheep dips but that 
a tobacco dip Is best for scab. The 
animals should be dipped Inimedlatoly 
after shearing, and then again ten or 
twelve days later. Tlils second dip- 
ping kills all parasites which have 
batched since the time of tho fir.st dip- 
ping. Directions given by manufactur- 
ers of the dip* should be followed 
closely If best results are obtained. 
Thto to particularly true when a to- 
bacco dip to used. A solution that 's 
too strong aeto aa a poison and may 
kQI the aalmaL Atoo, a Shosp that is 
aUowad to renata in the dip too tang 
mar be poiaonad."

"In plaattog the oombination this 
year, many tannars will use bean at- 
tachments on th*lr com planters 
while others will mix the bean and 
corn seed in equal parih and drill or 
check them wltti tin- ^.;rli'■ jilates and 
chain combinations iMat iliuj use for 
aeedlng an ordinarj- Hiand of ( orn. The 
beaaa feefi faster than the corn, thus 
making It uun«cp«'(ary to change the 
combination In i^nlut i.. the re- 
quired stand of beans. Both thb beans 
and com may be planted by hennd. 

Only three to five bushels of beans 
are heeded an aa acre to furnish suf- 
ficient proteia to bslaaee » 40 to 60 
bushel an a(^ corn crop. This aBeant 
may be obtained by seeding, from sit 
to ten pounds of bean seed in the same 
row with com. The beans should be 
planted not more tiian one took deep 
and when planted on ground that has 
not grown beans before should be in- 
oculated.

Laslagton, Kyv— Boot-rot, a dlsaaaa ' 
^held rasponalblo for Immense fossea 
au6ored oitoli year burley tobacco 
growera, oaa ba eontroUad by use of 
strains of tAbaooO yiifiOi. are resistant 
or Immune to tha disease, according to 
a circular describing such strains 
which has Just come off the press 
at the Kentucky Agricultural Expcri- 
nieut Station. Resistant strains hav- ' 
ing quality at least equal to that of 
commonly grown varieties already | 
have been produced on the station 
farm, tho publication states. 

Although held to be one of the most 
Borlous dlseaaes offooUng tobacco, 
root-rot Is recognized by comparative- 
ly few growers as a distinct disease, 
the publication points out The dis- 
ease rots tha roota aa they develop 
and although It does not kill the 
plants entirely, many ot them are seri- 
ously stunted by It Symptoms of the 
trouble commonly ara attrobuted to 
lack of rain, low toll fertility, or the 
fact that tobacco Is "hard" on land. 
The fungus causing the disease has 
been found In a majority of the white 
hurley fields examined during the last 
two years, the publication states. 

A total of 26 strains of white burley 
have been tested, these being the* re- 
sult of 16 selections of Judy's Pride 
and 10 selections of VImont Keilcy, all 
made from severely diseased fields 
because they showed signs of being 
highly resistant at the time of selec- 
tion. Fifteen of the 16 Judy's Pride 
selections proved resistant while the 
ten selections of VImont Kelley, which 
have ben tested one year, all have 
proved highly resfaitant * 

On new land, as good results should 
be obtained with the resistant varie- 
ties OS can be obtained from common- 
ly grown ones with the added advant- 
age of uniformity, making topping 
and grading easier. On disoasod land 
or that which has grown a single crop 
■ If tc.liacco, the value of tho resistant 
varieties Is unquestioned, the publica- 
tion concludes. Co])ios of it may bo 
obtained free by writing the Experi 
inent Station for Circular N. 28. 



BLACKHEAD AM) PARSITES 

KILL MA>Y VOr.\G TI HKKYS. 



Lexington, Ky. - .More younc inr- 
keys are killed in Kentucky each year 
by blackhead and parasites tliaii by 
any two other troubles nffortiiu lliese 
birds, according to J. Holmes Martin, 
in charge of poultry work at the (Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Unless hatched 
and brooked artificially, young birds 
suffer heavily from parasites while 
many deaths often result from black- 
head, which Is a serioua and Infectious 
disease, it whs pointed out Control 
of these two troubles r^resenU nn 
Important problem in this state, which 
stands fifth among all States In turkey 
production. Mr. Martin said. 

"Taking care of the mother hen be- 
fore tho eggs are hatched ha.s been 
found to bo a good way to keep the 
young birds free from lice. I god louse 
powder, such as sodium fiouride. ap- 
plied close to till' ."kin below the vent 
ond on the head, liack and legs of the 
mother hen will rid her ot life. A 
small piece of blue ointment about as 
big as a pea, placed on the skin un- 
der the vent, also Is sllecUve in con- 
trolling tha pesU. 

"As a preventive meuure tn the 
case ot blackhead, It is wel Ito dis- 
infect carefully the utensllo used for 
feeding the turkeys, as well as their 
lousos. and then to keep the sick birds 
n a do- place whioh to well lighted 
iiul ventilated. 

"Sick birds should be Isolated at 
once. .\ 7, :i-graiM tablet of bichloride 
it mercury shotiM lie (lissolvcii in each 
wo gallons of ilrlnlting water and 
(Opt before the young poults for two 
days. Nothing but clean crock or 
wooden vessels should be used. 

"Further stops to prevent tho spread 
of blockhead may be Uken when tur- 
key Of chicken bens are used aa moth- 
ers by bousing them in ooloney bouses 
about six feet square, each ot which 
should be located in the center of four 
equal loU or runs. Keeping the poultr 
on fresh ground by means ot ohanglng 
thorn from one lot to another every 
ten days will help keep down tlie 
spread of the disease. Qraen crops 
should be kept growing IB the loU 
which also should be limed trequant- 
ly." ________

' I^ezlBgton, Ky., — Com oultlvatlon 
that dastnys weeds most ellectlvoly U 
best regardless of how deep it goes or 
how ottsn lt to practiced, according to 
reaults ot the experiments conducted 
for ten yeara at the Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Bxperlment Station, Moisture 
conservation, once considered a chief 
reason for cultivation, is secondary in 
importance as long as weeds ara kept 
down, the tests showed. 

To determine the need for cultiva- 
tion, the weeds on one plot were kept 
down by being scraped oft with a 
sharp hoe. Despite the fact that no 
other cultivation was given, thto plot 
yielded 62.9 bushels of com an acre, 
as an average for ten years, or only 
three busheto less than the cultivated 
araaa. However, thto method of weed 
control waa eont considered, prac- 
tical beeanse of the labor and wpense 
Involved. 

6ver the ten-year period, the aver- 
age yields for shallow and dep culti- 
vation practiced six to eight times dur- 
ing the growing season have been 55.5 
and 56.2 bushels respectively while Uie 
average yields for shullow and deep 
cultivation practiced three to four 
times during the season have been 65.8 
and 56.1 bushels respectively. 

"Observations on the Lexington 
field show that cultivation conserves 
moisture It drouths begin when the 
corn Is small," R. K. Stephenson, soils 
specialist of th station, said in discuss- 
ing the results. "However, after the 
com to well started and to about knee- 
high, the fedlng roots are able to take 
up most of the mototure that the crop 
can utUtoe before It haa a ohance to 
evaporate from tho snrtaoe even 
though there Is no oultivation other 
than scraping weeds. 

"The outstanding thing brought out 
I y the experiments to not the fact that 
cultivaiii II is not needed but that it 
should be given at suoh time and In 
such a manner as to mOSt etEsetively 
destroy weeds."
